Following the big fire early Sunday | 


morning, which ravaged a large por- 
tion of the block bounded by White- 
hall, Alabama and Broad streets and 
the railroad tracks, and caused prop- 
erty damages running into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars, a rebuilding 
program of the structures totally de- 
stroyed and partially damaged, was 
announced Sunday by owners. 

Not since the great conflagration of 
1917, which swept over more than @ 
square mile of Atlanta’s most select 
residential section, causing property 
loss of several million dollars, has the 
local fire department encountered 
such a stubborn blaze, or has the 
damage exceeded that of the fire Sat- 
urday night, according to Fire Chief 
W. B. Cody. 

$150,000 Building Loss. 

Peabo, W. Grant,-widely. known At- 
lanta capitalist, who owned several of 
the buildings, declared the estimated 
total damage to his structures alone 
would undoubtedly aggregate $150.- 
000. Mr. Grant’s property fronts 142 
feet on Whitehall street and runs 
back to Broad street, where it has a 
Similar frontage. This property in- 
cluded buildings ~ occupied by the 
K\ress company, which was a virtual 
total loss; the L. F. M. company, 
partially destroyed; the Childs’ hotel 
on Broad street, and the store on 
Whitehall street occupied by Eise- 
man’s clothing store, 

After ascertaining the total dam- 
age tq his property and checking over 
the loss with insurance adjusters the 
eirly part of next week, Mr. Grant 
stated he would immediately bein 
plans for restoring the damaged 
buildings as they were before the 
blaze, and he expected to start this 
work by the latter part of the week. 

Morris D. Eiseman, proprietor of 
Fiseman’s clothing store, which 
was badly damaged by smoke and 
water, stated the total value of his 
stock and fixtures would reach $17%8.- 
OOO. Tie was unable to state just 
how seriously the stock of goods and 
fixtures were damaged. 

The loss to the.ald Eiseman build- 
ing, better known as the McClure 
building, located »t 18. 15 and 17 
Whitehall street, adjacent to the store 
occupied by the L. F. M. company, 
was conservatively placed at $10,000 
av B. J. Eiseman, one of the owners 
of the building. The fact that this 
building was not more seriously dam- 
aged was due to the automatic sprink- 
ler system installed over the structure, 
according to Mr. Eiseman_. 

The stock of goods of the Kress 
company valued at approximately 
$150,000 was practically a tatal loss, 
it was stated.

During the last period of his ten- 
ure of office as chancellor, Bismarck 
declared that the maintenance of 
friendly relations with Russia, whuse 
czar reposed special trust in him, was 
the most important reason for his re- 
maining at his post. In this connec- 
tion is was that he gave me the first 
hints concerning the secret reinsur- 
ance treaty with Russia. Up to then 
I had heard nothing about it, either 
from the prince or the foreign office, 
although it happened that I had con- 
cerned myself especially with Rus- 
sian matters. 


When I assumed the reins of govern- 
ment owing to the early death of my 
father, the generation of the grandson, 
as I have already remarked, followed 
upon the generation of the grandfa- 
ther, which meant that the entire gen- 
eration of Emperor Frederick was 
overleaped. This generation, through 
its dealings with Crown Prince Fred- 
erick William, was imbued with many 
liberal ideas and projecta of reform 
which were to be earried out under 
the direction of the Emperor Freder- 
ick, Upon his death this entire gen- 
eration, especially the politiciang, 
found itself deceived in its hopes of 
exerting influence, and felt itself, to 
a certain extent, in the position of an 
orphan, Those belonging to it, de- 
spite the fact that they did rot know 
my inner thoughts and aims, adopted a 
distrustful and reserved attitude to- 
ward me, instead of transferring their 
interest from the father to the son. tor 
the purpose of furthering the welfare 
of the fatherland. 

There was one exception to this—a 
representative of the national liber- 
als, Herr von Benda—a man still in 
the full bloom of youth. While I was 
still prince I had made his acquaint- 
ance at the great hare hunts got up by 
Councillor Dietze at Barby. There 
Herr von Benda had won my effec- 
tien and confidence when I, surround- 
ed by older men, had listened to dis- 
cussions on political, agricultural and 
national-economic questions. In the 
course of these Herr von Benda held 
my attention by means of his independ- 
ent, interesting judgment. I accepted 
with pleasure an invitation to Benda’s 
country seat, Rudow, near Berlin, 
and from this arose the custom of a 
reguiar yearly visir. 

The hours spent in the family circle 
at Rudow stand out pleasantly in my 
memory. His talented daughters need 
to regale us with music. The political 
conversations there proved Herr yon 
Benda to be a man of great foresight, 
which, free from partisan considera- 
tions, gave him an open mind as to 
the general needs of the state to -an 
extent seldom found among memfers 
of political parties. He gave me mfiny 
a helpful piece of advice for the fu- 
ture, drawn from the depths of his 
faithful genuinely Prussion heart, by 
which he was attached firmly to the 
family of his savorcion: yet he was 
able to feel broad tolerance for other 


parties, 


His Attitude 


Toward Parties. 


The later periods of my reign 
proved that I was not hostile to any 
party, with the exception of the U1- 
tra-Socialists; also. that J was wot 
anti-liberal. My most important 
finance minister was the 

Miquel: my minister of commerce was 
the liberal. Moeller: the leader of 
the liberals, Herr von Bennigsen, 
was chief president of Hanover. I 
stood very close, especially in the 
second half of my reign, to an elder- 
ly liberal deputy, whose acquaintance 
I made through Herr von Miquel. 
This man was Herr Seydel (Cel- 


chen), owner of an estate in eastern 
Germany—a man with two clever 
eyes, which gazed forth from a clean- 
shaven face, He worked with Miquel 
in railway and canal questions, and 
was a thoroughly able. simple, prac- 
tical man—a liberal with a streak of 
conservatisin, 

Naturally, I had numerous dealings 
and points of contact with the eon- 
servative party, sinee the gentlemen 
, of the country nobility often met me 
pat egurt bunts and other hunts, or 
else came to court and served in court 
| positions. Through them [ eould be 
come thoroughly informed on all agra- 
rian questions and learn where the 
farmer's shoe pinched him. 

The free thinkers, under their “un- 
swerving’ leader, entered into no re- 
lations with me: they limited them- 
selves to opposition. 

In my conversations with Benda 
and Bennigsen we often spoke of the 
future of liberalism, and on one oc- 
casion, Benda made this interesting 
observation: “It is not necessary. and 
also not advisable to have the Prus- 
sian heir-apparent dabble in liberal- 
ism—we have no use for that sort of 
thing. He must be essentially con- 
servative, though he must, at the 
same time, combine this witb breadth, 
and avoid narrowness and prejudice 
against other parties.” 

Bennigsen agreed with me when 1! 
spoke to him of the necessity of havy- 
ing the national liberals revise their 
program, which—originally bearing 
the motto: “Maintenance of the Ger- 
man empire and freedom of the press” 
—had long since rallied the members 
around the liberal banner—in order 
that. by such revision, the proselytiz 
ing power of the old brand of Prue 
sian liberalism should not be lost 
among the people. Both the Prussian 
liberals and the conservatives, I eon 
tinued, made the mistake of remem 
bering too well the old period of con 
flict of 1861-1866: and, at elections 
and other nolitical fights. they were 
prone to fall back into the habit of 
those days. That period, I said, had 
already passed into history and come 
to an end so far as our generation 
was concerped: the present had hegun 
for us with the vear 1870. and the 
new empire: our generation had 
drawn a line un‘er the year 166° 
we must build anew upon the foun.J|, 
tions of the empire; political parties 
rust shape their course also in this 
direction and not take over froin the 
past stuff that was outworn and 
moreover, calculated to create dims 
card.

Great Crowds Gather. 

Although it was midnight when the 
fire was under real heauway a great 
crowd quickly gathered a from that

Large as was the crowd then, how- 
ever, it was dwarfed by the many 
thousands who swarmed to the scene 
on foot and in motor cars after read- 
ing of the blaze in the Sunday morn- 
ing papers. 

All day long there wasa crowd near 
the byrned buildings and as a result 
traffic was almost made impossible, 
Cars and gutomobiles moved at a 
snail-like pace and _ schedules were 
utterly wiped out of existence a» u 
result, 

Desolate Seene at Hotel. 

Homeless guests of the Chids hotel 
lounged dejectedly about the littered 
lobby Sunday afternoon. Some were 
penniless, and possessed oniy of the 
clothes they wore. The guests’ prup- 
erty loss is estimated at about $2,000. 

J. T. Turner, lessee of the hostelry, 
made a minute inspection of what a 
day ago was his place of business. 
The annex to the hotel, laid in ruins 
—a total loss. Al: floors were burned 
out and in the bottom of the charred 
pit were masses of twisted steel, 
and heaps of smoldering wool that 
were once beds and carpets. 

The rear rooms on ail floors of tle 
main part of the hotel were wrecked 
by firemen’s axes, water and smoke, as 
tue wind blowing trom ua tavorame 
quarter carried the flames away from 
the main building. ' 

Kight members of the Allen-Kenn 
theatrical troupe recovered part of 
their simoke-scented luggage after 
spending the remainder of the nizht 
after the fire at the Aragon hotel and 
left for Anderson, S. C., suors’e atter 


noon. 

Miss Willie Carson, of the troupe, 
failed to locate her trunk and grips, 
gnc left town minus her personal ef- 
ects. Mrs. Allen, director of the 
troupe, said she lost $98 in cash, be- 
lieved to have been stolen by pillagers 
who ransacked the hotel after the 
guests had departed. Otber members 
of the party told Mr. Turner they had 
numerous items they eft in their 


from the building. 

Two men. who had registered as Sil- 
ver and LeVine, returned to the hotel 
after the flames were brought under 
control, and slept throughout the 
morning hours in a room adjucent to 
theirs which had not been-~ damaged 
materially. Their own quarters were 
aestroyed by fire and smoke and wa- 
ter. 

Mr. Turner said if the building in- 
epector pronounced that portion of 
the hotel that was not damaged by 
fire fit for occhpancy he will open 
20 rooms as soon as necessary repairs 
can be made. 

“In the last 10 days business al- 
most doubled,” he said, “and I had 
every reason to expect a capacity 
business for the rest of the season.” 
He placed his loss at $30,000. 

Only One Injury. 

Only one injury was reported among 
those who were engaged in fighting the 
flames, that of Captain “Chick” La- 
gomarsino, of company No. 1, who 
fell in five feet of water in the base 
ment of the McClure building and 
who was severly shaken and bruised 
He remained at his post of duty, how 
ever. and helped direct the work up 
til the last of the fire was out. 

Awnings and roofs of buildings for 
a wide aren from where the fire orig 
inated were burned—some considera- 
bly, caused by flying sparks, which 
soared high into the air and floated 
for blocks.

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ANSWER OF TURKS 


On Reply to Allied Offer 
Rests Fate of War or 
Peace in the Near 
East. 


BY RALPH H. TURNER. 

London, September 24.—The allies 
having agreed on the genera] terms 
of a peace proposal to the Turks, the 
next move rests with Mustapha Ke- 
mal and his ministerial counci] and 
their reaction to the joint offer of 
Great Britain, France and Italy. 

By Monday or Tuesday the allies 
hope to receive an answer from Kemal. 
This answer, it is generally believed, 
will determine whether there is to 
be peace in the Near East on the ba- 


sis of the allied terms, or possible| > 


hostilities. | 

In British official circles, it is be- 
lieved Kemal will accept the allied 
offer which provides for the return 
of Constantinople and eastern Thrace 
to the Turks and internationalization 
of the Dardanelles. Officials base 
their expectation of an acceptance by 
Kemal on the argument that Eng: 
land, France and Italy promise to 
support “practically his entire claim,” 
except in that section of the allied 
proposals which provides for the free- 
dom of the straits. 

French Influence. 

Kemal’s final decision may depend 
upon the attitude of the French. If 
they back up Great Britain in the 
demand that the straits be kept open, 
und make it plain to Kemal that he 
cannot expect to receive any further 
concessions from France, the Turkish 


nationalists probably will abandon all 


plans for attacking the neutral zone 
and accept the invitation to a peace 
conference on the terms outlined in 
the allied note. 

However, dispatches indicate that 
political extremists and military of- 
ficers at Angora, spurred by a desire 
for further conquest, continue to urge 
Kemal to seek his ends by the force 
of arms, Just to what extent he will 
be able to resist these demands with- 
in his own camp is uncertain. 

Greece Is_ Loser. 

If the Turkish leader accepts the 
allied terms, it means that Turkey 
replaces Greece as the ascendant pow- 
er in the Near East and plants the 
erescent of Islam firmly on European 
soil again. She ,.would emerge as the 
victorious power regaining a generous 
portion of Thrace as well as those 
two rich prizes which have been 
fought over for centuries—Constanti- 
nople and Adrianople. 

Greece, an the other hand, would 
be definitely marked down as a de- 
feated state with her ambitious dream 
of an empire in Asia Minor destroyed, 
and the path to Constantinople ef- 
fectively barred. 

Lord Curzon, foreign minister, re- 
turned Sunday from Paris, where he 
has been in conference with Premier 
Poincare and Count Sforza, of Italy, 
drafting the allied terms. 

He spoke guardedly, but expressed 
the hope that the allies had. made a 
forward move at Paris. 

“The first stage is accord between 
the allies, which is the best way to 
stop war,” the British foreign minis- 
ier said. “LI am quite hopeful but I 
won't put it any more strongly than 
that.” he 
TURKS HAVE NOT 
RECEIVED NOTE. 

Constantinople, September 24.— 
While the Kemalists have not yet 
received the formal peacé conference 
invitation from the allies, the minis- 
terial council of the Angora govern- 
ment is understoad to be ready to con- 
sider the terms contained fn the note 
on the basis of advance unofficial re- 
ports of its contents. 

Indications that Mustapha Kemal 
views the allied peace terms favorably 
are seen in his announcement that he 
is willing to agree to the freedom 
of the straits, “provided a suitable 
formula is found.” | 

Meanwhile, Kemal is awaiting the 
arrival of Franklin Bouillon, the 
French emissary, who is on the way

Capital Penalty 
Scored in Sermon 


ByPastor Sunday | 


Capital punishment increases crime 
rather than diminishes it, Rev. Wil- 
liam J. DeBardeleben, pastor of the 
Payne Memorial M. E. church, as- 
serted during the course of his ser- 
mon Sunday night. The text was 
“Thou Shalt Not Kill.” 

He mentioned the Frank B. Dupre 
Cas€~fs an instance, saying: “Can 
this “boy’s dead body, dangling from 
the end of a rope, bring beck the 
d of a stricken widow? Wouid 
it not be more mete and just, and 
profitable to the relatives of the victim 
and the state, to place this boy on 
the state highways and make a pro- 
ducer out of him, returning part of 
the profits from his labor to the un- 
fortunate family? 

“Officers of the law who have made 
exhaustive studies of crime and crim- 
inals say that the fear of capital 
punishment does not enter the mind 
of the murderer at the time he slays. 

“Deters Many duries.”’ 

‘Henry Ward Beecher said. ‘while 
the fear of hanging does not deter 
men from crime, the fear of inflicting 
death deters many a jury from find- 
ing a just verdict. thereby favoring 
the escape of criminals.’ 

“Statistics in Michigan, the first 
state to abolish capital punishment, 
shows -that convictions were relatively 
rare hefore the death penalty was 
abolished, but since the statute call- 
ing for an eye for an eye penalty has 
been stricken from the code of the 
state, the percentage of men found 
genilty has been increased from 10 te 
°8 per cent. 

“The state of Maine abolished capi- 
tal punishment in 1874, but later when 
a cTime wave swept the state the law 
was rescinded, but two years later 
placed hack on the statute books when 
it was found wholly wanting in effec- 
tiveness, 

“Those who favor the abolition of 
eapital punishment believe that it is 
nothing more nor less than legalized 
murder, and that it is individnal mul- 
tiplving himself that he might violate 
God’s command, ‘Thou shalt not kill.’ 

‘Death on the gallows or by other 
means does not give the prisoner a 
chance to reform, that should be the 
basie law of all punishment. . 

“The prycological effect of the Da- 
Pre hanging on the minds of our 
youth can not easily he determined. 
Who krows hut what he asks ‘Tf the 
state kills under certain cireumstances 
whv ean’t YT.’ 

“The allied nations of the world 
gave Germany eapital punishment. and 
who will argue that the act did not 
spread a crime wave over the earth. 
Many cold-blooded murderers have gone 
unnunished, the present nnaettled con- 
ditions of the national mind increases 
the nossibilities for unfair trials. both 
to the state and the individual who 
has committed a crime. One jury will 
hang a man, while another according 
to the same evidence will not.”

Beyond Searchlights. 

Army officers stress the point in 
discussing that the bomber was be- 
yond the field of powerful search- 
lights, which were used in the man- 
euvers. It was at first believed that 
Davis had become blinded by the bril- 
liancy of the shaft of light, which 
criss-crossed the dark skies. 

Officers also disbelieved that the 
purple land mist which drifted down 
Long Island had in any way confus- 
ead Davis, who was recognized as one 
ot the best flyers of bombing planes 
in the air service. 

“Just another one of those air 
tragedies which probably will never 
be explained.” Major Weaver, com- 
manding the field, said in his brief of- 
ficial announcement of the accident, 

Side-Slipped. 

The flight of the Martin bomber 
was scheduled as a single turn of the 
field in order to give officers of the 
reserve corps, for whose benefit the 
maneuvers are being held, an idea of 
the low visibility of a plane at night. 

With his hangar -lights to guide 
him, Lieutenant Davis suddenly 
banked his machine in preparation for 
landing. At. the top of the bank, 
when the wings of the plane were 
almost perpendicular, the bomber sud- 
denly side-slipped and fell. A _ yel- 
low flash of light cut the dark for 
a moment as every inflammable object 
on the plane burned. The bomber 
struck the ground with her two mo- 
tors wide open. 

Three of the bodies had been thrown 
clear of the wreckage. When the 
first army surgeon reached the seene 
two of the men were breathing. They 
died before reaching the army hos- 
pital. 

Explain “Stowaway.” 

It was said by physicians that Da- 
vis’ body was in such a condition that 
it would be impossible to determine 
whether or not he had been overcome 
while banking his plane, or that his 
death had occured from natural cau- 
ses, resulting in his inability to op- 
erate the plane. 

Explaining the application of the 
term “stowaway,” to Private Whit- 
ney, it was said that there are any 
number of privates and non-commis- 
sioned officers stationed at tite flying 
field who have never had time in the 
air. Many of these men entered the 
service in the belief that flying would 
become aS everyday occurences’ in 
their lives. When they found, instead, 
that their lives were filled from rev- 
eille to taps with an endless round 
of humdrum details, which seldom 
takes them inside an airplane hangar, 
no opportunity is lost of “going -up.” 
Whitney, it is believed, hopped into 
the plane in the last minute, and dur- 
ing the excitement of taking off.

OUR USELESS APPENDAGES.

She would 
stay at home, and, just to satisfy a 
longing that had always gripped her. 
she borrowed a little babv from the 
nursery of the Georgia Children’s 
Home society at Ormewood court to 
make-believe it was her very own for 
just a few weeks, Not to make the 
world or her friends believe, but only 
to persuade herself that it was truly 
her own. 

She did it. and mot since her dollie 
days had she experienced anything so 
satisfying as when she held the lit- 
tle infant to her pulsating bosom and 
heard its tiny heart beat in harmony 
with her own. It was a great vaca- 
tion. and she called up, the office of 
the home society every few davs to 
talk about it with those who in large 
measure understood.

He bad the crowd with him in the 
last two rounds, especially after’ he 
had lifted Carpentier from the floor 
when the Frenchman was yirtually 
helpless in the fifth round. As he 
piaced Capentier on his feet the 
Frenchman swung blindly a wicked 
left to Siki’s jaw. This caused the 
crowd to hoot and jeer Carpentier. 

The reversal of the first decision 
of the referee in giving the bout to 
Carpenter on an alleged foul probably 
saved the boxing game in France 
from a black eye, as the crowd ap- 
parently was unwilling to counte- 
nance a fairly defeated man, com- 
pletely out and helpless, being de- 
clared the winner.

The course itself’ 
has been laid out in a valley that is! 
particularly adapted to egolf ana 
through which runs Howard's creek. 
The golf architects have turned this 
body of water to good purpose by 
providing several difficult water haz- 
ards holes. 

The environment of White Sulphur 
Springs is peculiarly attractive ana 
particularly adapted to the holding 
of such a championship. The Green- 
brier and the White hotels are close 
at hnad--within three minutes’ walk 
of the course—and these hotels are 
large enough to take care of the huge 
fiekl which will seek the national 
title. This in itself is a great asset, 
for the common bugbear of such tour- 
naments is the question of transnor- 
tation to and from the links. This 
has been overcome by awarding the 
championship to the Greenbrier 
course and with every facility of 
these famous hofels at the disposal 
of the players—in fact, President 
Thornton Lewis and Manager H. M. 
Pait are doing everything in their 
power to make the tournament a sue- 
ceess—the United States Golf associa 
tion officials expect that this year's 
championship will excel all others. 
So that the players shall not find 
time hanging heavy on their hands. 
after the day's play is over, a special 
program of entertainment is being ar- 
ranged for the week of champion- 
ship, namely, September 25-30. 

New Clubhouse. 

One of the recent additions to the 
establishment is the magnificent new 
clubhouse or casino, from vhose ye- 
randas the course can be seen in al! 
directions, Admitted to be one of the 
finest golf courses in the country, over 
6.200 yards in length, recent im prove- 
ments have put it on a plane that 
makes it Possible of favorable com- 
parison with any other course that 
has been selected for this event in the 
past. The fairways are well turfed, 
the grasses of the same being of such 
& nafure. as to create the impression 
that the bal! is always sitting up. 
*ndj the putting greens are true and 
~rm. Although not extensively trap- 
ped, the artificial hazards are ro 
placed that adequate penalties are 
provided for all misplaced shots and 
there is little deubt that straight, al- 
though short, pluy will be amply re- 
warded if followed by accurate ap- 
proaching and putting. Indeed, I 
would emphasize the approaching and 
putting. Most of the greens are well | 
protected and shots to them will not | 
permit of any slovenliness. Few mis- 
directed shots will reach their ob- 
jective. 

Miss Marion Hollins, the national 
open champion, is already on the 
ground preparing, to defend ber title 
there. I am glad to say that she has 
fully recevyered from her recent ill- 
ness and expects keen competition for 
her laurels this year. Miss Ho'lins de- 
lieves that the Greenbrier course is a 
very suitable one for this event and, 
because of its first-class condition, 
should leave little leeway for any up- 
sets, provided the players are at the 
top of their game. The competitive 
par of the course is 35 out and 37 in, 
a total of 72, and it is a hard par 
although the yardage might not sug- 
gest the same. For this event Miss 
Hollins has created a women's par 
of 78. The actual par of the course 
is as follows:

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In fact, the only 
other trouble is a ditch and some 
sbrubbery on the right for the distress- 
ing slice.

The fifth ap- 
pears very formidable from the tee 
but is in reality only 310 yards long. 
The player, bowever, is faced with a 
huge’ditch running diagonally across 
about 100 yards in front of the tee, 
while just in front of the green and 
slightly to the left are a series of 
mounds, leaving but a narrow port 
through which to approach.

Sixth Fairway. 

By this time the player has reacv- 
ed the extreme right of the course 
and the sixth fairway runs along the 
northern extremity almost at the foot 
of the Greenbrier mountains. Four 
hundred and thirty yards in length it 
is not a difficult five, although a boun- 
dary fence extends all the way on 
the right. The seventh or plateun 
invades the central] territory some 300 
yards following a viateau. and because 
of the nature of the green, which falls 
away from the player, the distance is 
inclined to be deceptive for the second 
shot and reauires considerable know- 
ing. The eighth is a redan with a 
huge pit behind and the groynd break- 
ing sharply to the left. It is not a 
difficult three. The ninth is one of 
the best hole in the course. 400 yards 
in length. The green is oft he punch- 
bowl] nature. freem which it derives 
its name. and it will be a very long 
player that will get home in two, hence 
Miss Hollins’ par of five. 

The outward journey is slightly 
easier than that of the home-coming 
ohne. For instance, the tenth calls for 
n pitch shot to the green, but the 
mental hazard of a diagonally running 
mound skirting the very edge of the 
green makes the distance very decep- 
tive. The eleventh, some 370 yards, 
calls for two good shots and then we 
come to the longest hole on the course, 
the twelfth, 530 yards. 
has increased the par here from five 
to six because the nature of the 
ground will tend to prevent the women

tage is considerable, as the green is a 
sunken one and slopes away from the 
fairway. The eighteenth hole crosses 
the creek at right angles and the green 
is immediately in front of the Casino. 
Although only 130 yards in length, for 
the woman player it is probably one 
of the most difficul_on the course. It 
calls for a very high and accurate 
mashie shot with plenty of back spin, 
and any misplay will see the waters 
of the creek reach up and claim the 
ball as its prey, while a steep embank- 
ment guards the plateau green in front 
and traps in the rear. 

It can be seen from the foregoing 
that the Greenbrier course is sound in 
every department, and that C. BK. Me- 
Donald and Seth Raynor, the archi- 
tects, have embraced many of the fea- 
tures of championship courses in Eu- 
rope and America. 1 have no hesita- 
tion, therefore, in stating that the win- 
ner of the national women’s cham- 
pionship of 1922 will have to play good 
golf at all times, and that the players 
will be well satisfied with the course 
as x championship test. 

The probabilities of this year’s 
championsbip are that it-will be one 
of the keenest ever, for the field prom- 
ises not only to be extensive but rep- 
resentative. With the possibility 
that Miss Hollins may not be as 
strong as she was last year—due to 
her illness, although she says she is 
fit again—there is a chance that a 
new champion may be developed and 
that leaves consider@le room for 
speculation. This year’s golf among 
the leaders has heen disconcerting. to 
say the least. Miss Alexa Stirling, 
the former national champion, open- 
ed the season by winning the metro- 
politan title and then Miss Glenna 
Collett, of Providence. annexed the 
eastern women’s championship to add 
to her collection, which includes the 
north and south and Boston women's 
laurels.

GOOD CROP PROSPECT 


IS HELPING BUSINESS 


Washington, September 24.—Prac- 
tical assurance of good crops bas done 
mucb to keep business at its high lev- 
el during recent months, according to 
a survey of the general economic sit- 
uation issued tonight by the commerce 
department. 

“Although prices of farm products 
are still comparatively low,” the sur- 
vey said, “they are better than a 
year ago; furthermore, this year’s 
crops have been produced at a much 
lower cost than last year’s, with a 
resulting better net income to the pro- 
ducer. The effect of this has already 
been seen in the increased sales of 
farm equipment and the larger busi- 
ness by mail order houses.” 

Despite the dislocation caused by 


the coal and railroad strikes, the sur- | 


vey declared, reports received by the 
department indicate that there was 
no significant recession in business ac- 
tivity during August, although there 
was a marked decline in the produc- 
tion of iron and steel, largely due to 
fuel shortage. On the other hand the 
survey asserted, there was increased 
activity in the textile industries, the 
mill consumption of both cotton and 
silk being the largest for any month 
ir the past two years. 

The building industry, the survey 
continued, showed the effects of the 
ueual seasonal slump but the produc- 

tion of building materials continu- 
ed at about the same level as in July.

Liquor Smuggler) RAILROAD FREIGHT 


CARS ALLIN USt 


New York, September 24.—The 
railroads have exhausted their sur- 
plus freight cars for the first time 
since November, 1920, owing to in- 
ereased industrial activity, the Asso- 
ciation of Railway Executives an- 
nounced today. 

The increase in the movement of 
crops, fuel and other commodities al- 
ways brings a heavier demand for 
freight cars in the fall, a statement 
said, so that the present situation is 
eonsidered seasonable and normal. 

The prospect of a car shortage’ was 
not referred to by the executives. 

“On September 8, there were 45,- 
168 surplus freight cars, 27.287 fewer 
than on August 31,” the statement 
said. “At the same time there were 
requests from shippers for 67.899 cars 
which could not be compiled with 
just at that time. This was 9,229 
cars more than on August 31. 

“Surplus coal cars numbered 34.- 
685 on September 8. a reduction of 
19.881 sinee August 31, while unfilled 
orders for cars on that date totalled 
18.554 carsy Surplus box cars totaled 
2.187 cars, a reduction of 1,703 in the 
same period while unfilled orders for 
ears on September 8 totaled 39,032. 

“While the accumulation of sur- 
plus freight cars begun in November, 
1920, the peak was not reached until 
April 8, 1921, when there were 507.- 
427 cars. Since then there has been 
a steady gecrease, which has been 
more pronounced since April, this 
vear, when loading of revenue freight 
began to increase. 

“The demand upon the carriers to 
haul bumper crops, combined with 
the emergency movement of coal, has 
centered attention also on the depleted 
motive power equinment of the roads, 
which has been affected by the shop 
men’s strike. The association’s last 
report p'aced the number of locomoe- 
tives unfit for service at more than 
30 per cent in August. Since then a 
large number have been retired for re- 
pairs, some railroad officials admitted 
today, estimated that annroximately 
one-half of the roads’ motive power is 
unavailable for use in the present 
emergency.” 

The need for more locomotives to 
move the congestion of freight on 
nearly every railroad in the countrv 
is giving greater concern to rail of- 
ficials, it was said, than the possibili- 
ty of a car shortage. 

With more motive power available, 
officials said. they could easilv secure 
a turnover of freight and coal cars 
that would tend to nullify the car 
shortage.

Lawyer for Union 
Attacks Report 
Of Herrin Probe 


Marion, IJl., September 24.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A. W. Kerr, 
chief counsel for the Illinois Mine 
Workers’ union, today issued a state- 
ment charging that the report of the 
special grand jury investigating the 
Herrin mine killings, which presented 
a partial report yesterday, “bears all 
the ear-marks of having been drafted’ 
by Attorney General Brundage, of Lli- 
nois. in collaboration witb the Lllinois 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Declaring that “the attorney gen-
